A BOSS at a probate com¬ 
pany who used bogus 
invoices to fleece the estates 
of dead people - including 
cancer victim Harold 
Hodgkins, from Dudley - 
has been jailed for 14 
months. 

Jacqueline Hing, of West 
Bromwich, was working for 
ITC Legal Services when she 
claimed cash using informa¬ 
tion from the estates for a 
fake company. 

The 46-year-old mother - 
of-three, of Bank Street, was 
sentenced along with her 
son Jordan Brown, aged 21, 
of Parkside, Woodgate, 
Birmingham, and Spencer 
Weaver, 26, of Bank Street, 
West Bromwich. 

The court heard, ITC 
received an invoice for 
£4,029 from a company 
called Hannows Develop¬ 
ment for work at Harold 
Hodgkins’s home in Upper 
Gornal before he died of can¬ 
cer in 2010, aged 66. 

ITC became suspicious 
and discovered Hannows 
Development did not exist. 

Checks showed Hing had 
accessed the computer files 
for his estate. 

Hing pleaded guilty at 
Warwick Crown Court to 
conspiracy to defraud. She 
was “desperately ashamed” 
of her actions, said Mr 
Anthony Dunkels, defend¬ 
ing. Brown and Weaver were 
both given suspended sen¬ 
tences.

TO BOOST MARKET

MARKET bosses in Dudley are offering new stallholders 
a 50 per cent discount on day rates in an attempt to get 
more people into business. The offer has been introduced 
by Dudley Council as part of Love Your Local Market fort¬ 
night, which runs until July 8. 


The half price offer for new traders will last for the first eight weeks of trading. Coun¬ 
cillor Gaye Partridge, said: “Dudley Market is a fantastic place to have a go at starting 
your own business. It’s in a great town centre location and shoppers who regularly visit 

the market do so because they know they 
get great value for money and service from 
our traders. I’d really encourage anyone 
who has a new business idea to take the 
opportunity to contact the market officer to 
find out more.” 

The move has been welcomed by one of 
the market’s fruit and veg traders, David 
Flavell. 

He said: “It’s a great idea to get traders 
and shoppers back in the market place. 

“In recent years we have seen numbers 
dwindle, so any promotion like this is wel¬ 
comed. I’m sure any new trader will be wel¬ 
comed.” 

The town’s 74-stall outdoor market has 
been in existence since the 1200s. It could 
soon receive a £6 million revamp which 
would see a new layout and stalls. 

Chairman of Dudley Market Traders 
Association Len Lenihan said signs had 
been put on the vacant stalls in a bid to 
attract the eye of potential traders. 

Climate 

“We need to do everything we can to bring 
new people into the market. It’s a difficult 
economic climate which isn’t helping but 
hopefully this will help to convince people 
to give it a go. 

“We have got quite a few empty stalls so 
it would be good to get them filled if we 
could,” he said. 

He added he hoped “word of mouth” 
would also help to encourage people to take 
up the vacant stalls. 

Earlier this month, traders met with 
council bosses to discuss the plans. 

A meeting will next take place to sort out 
the final details before work can start. 

Elsewhere in the region other market 
places are also offering discount rates for 
new traders. 

In Penkridge, near Stafford, stalls at the 
town’s market will be available to traders at 
the cheap rate of £10 per day during the 
fortnight. 

An information point will also be set to 
help people starting up a business. 


Thieves steal 
church bell 
from 35ft up 

METAL thieves have stolen a historic bell 
that had rung out at a Dudley church for 
more than 100 years and was due to be used 
to mark its anniversary. 

Thieves lowered the bell from the 35ft 
high frame on the wall of St Mary the Virgin 
Church in Hurst Hill, near Sedgley. 

The theft was discovered by churchwar¬ 
dens as they prepared for a special event to 
mark the church’s 140th anniversary on 
Sunday. Church leaders fear the thieves will 
sell the bell for scrap. 

Long-serving Sedgley councillor David 
Caunt said he was shocked by the theft. 

“Churches used to be sacrosanct but not 
anymore it seems,” he said. 

The cost of replacing the bell, expected to 
be around £1,000, will be covered by insur¬ 
ance but the church will have to pay an 
excess of £500. 

It was made from gunmetal, an alloy of 
copper, tin and zinc. The thieves dropped 
the bell on to the church roof, creating a 
hole in the newly-painted ceiling under¬ 
neath. The bell, made in 1932 and weighing 
about 3301bs, was originally used on an 
ocean buoy. 

It was given to the church in 2007 after 
the previous bell was stolen. 

Church organist Nick Fanthom said: “It’s 
very sad. I presume they wanted to sell it to 
make some money. 

The Rev Stephen Buckley described the 
theft as “very distressing”.

The building is part of 
Castle Hill and is set for 
demolition under the £10 
million masterplan trans¬ 
forming the gateway to the 
Black Country town.

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500 ops are cancelled at last minute 


MORE than 500 operations were 
cancelled at the last minute at Mid¬ 
land hospitals in just three months, 
Government figures claim. 

But the number of postponed pro¬ 
cedures in the region has fallen from 
the previous quarter. 

Worcestershire Acute Hospitals 
NHS Trust, which includes Kidder¬ 
minster Hospital, called off the most 
non-emergency appointments at 
short notice - cancelling 190 


between January 1 and March 31 
this year. While patients in Walsall 
were affected the least with only 34 
procedures cancelled during the 
three months. 

Elsewhere 92 operations were 
cancelled by the Dudley Group of 
Hospitals, 86 by Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals, 105 by 
Royal Wolverhampton Hospitals, 
and 74 by Mid-Staffordshire hospi¬ 
tal trust. A total of 505 procedures 


were called off but the number of 
cancellations has fallen from 575 
during the previous financial quar¬ 
ter. All of the patients who had their 
appointments postponed were 
treated within 28 days of the cancel¬ 
lation. The figures show a fall from 
the same period last year when hos¬ 
pitals were faced with an increase in 
emergency procedures because of a 
surge in winter illnesses. 

Almost 650 operations were 


affected between January 1 2011 
and March 31 the same year. 

Lewis Grant, deputy chief operat¬ 
ing officer for the Royal Wolver¬ 
hampton Hospitals, said: 
“Operations are cancelled for a mul¬ 
titude of reasons, from the patient 
being unfit on the day of surgery, a 
more urgent case taking priority, 
cases proving more complex once 
underway than planned, through to 
last minute consultant sickness.

Thousands are 
expected to line the route to join in the cele¬ 
brations as it makes its way along the streets 
carried by a host of torchbearers.

VOLUNTEERS from Lions 
groups are set to help mar¬ 
shal crowds at the Olympic 
torch relay in Dudley on 
June 30. 

Clubs from Dudley, 
Kingswinford and Stour¬ 
bridge have volunteered. 
Thousands are expected to 
turn out for the event, which 
will see the torch enter the 
borough from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton at the Birmingham New 
Road next to Shaw Road at 
around 4.20pm. 

The relay will pass Cose- 
ley School and Silver Jubilee 
Park and will turn into the 
Dudley Canal Trust, before 
being taken by narrow boat 
into the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum complex for a 
sold-out, ticket-only event. 

It will leave the museum 
at Tipton Road at around 
5.38pm before heading up to 
the Castle Gate island and 
taking the Birmingham 
Road to Burnt Tree junc¬ 
tion, where it leaves the bor¬ 
ough and enters Sandwell at 
around 5.50pm. 

Police will operate a 
rolling road closure on sec¬ 
tions of the Birmingham 
New Road throughout the 
afternoon. Celebration 
events will be taking place at 
Silver Jubilee Park, Coseley, 
and Coseley School. 


The torch will enter the 
borough from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton at the Birmingham New 
Road next to Shaw Road at 
around 4.20pm. 

It will pass Coseley School 
before coming down to the 
Ivyhouse Lane junction, 
passing Silver Jubilee Park 
and continuing down the 
road before turning into the 
Dudley Canal Trust. 

Celebration events will be 
taking place at Silver Jubilee 
Park, Coseley, and Coseley 
School and drivers are asked 
to proceed with care in the 
area, as pedestrians will be 
heading to view the torch. 

Tram 

The torch will then be 
taken by narrow boat into 
the Black Country Living 
Museum where it will be 
taken on a tram before leav¬ 
ing along Tipton Road and 
heading up to the Castle 
Gate island at around 
5.38pm. 

It will then turn on to the 
Birmingham Road reaching 
Burnt Tree junction before 
leaving the borough and 
entering Sandwell at around 
5.50pm. 

Police will operate a 
rolling road closure on sec¬ 
tions of the Birmingham 
New Road throughout the 
afternoon, meaning sections 
of the road will be closed as 
the torch relay procession 
approaches. 

Traffic will follow behind 
the procession at the speed 
of the convoy, which will 
travel at approximately 
4mph. Tipton Road will be 
closed in both directions 
from 3pm to 6pm with diver¬ 
sions in place.

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Reopening rail link 'would ease congestion'

REOPENING the Walsall to Stourbridge 
railway line would help to ease congestion 
on motorways and allow the region to 
take advantage of the UK’s growing 
freight market, transport chiefs are 
claiming. 

The amount of goods transported by 
rail freight has grown by 10 per cent 
during the past financial year. 

Transport authority Centro has pre¬ 
dicted the amount of rail freight will 
increase by 120 per cent by 2030. It wants 
to see the line between Walsall and Stour¬ 
bridge reopened. 


Chief executive Geoff Inskip believes it 
will bring new jobs and investment to the 
area with new or existing companies 
expected to build freight terminals, at 
potential locations such as Bescot junc¬ 
tion. 

He had welcomed the latest figures 
from the Rail Freight Group. 

Importance 

“This is great news for our region and 
highlights the importance of reopening 
the Walsall-Stourbridge railway line for 
freight,” he said. 


Network Rail is in the process of carry¬ 
ing out a full review of rail capacity 
demand of freight. 

Bosses at Centro believe this review 
will support the case for reopening the 
line. 

Centro is also working on plans to use 
stretches of the line for so-called tram- 
trains - specially designed passenger 
vehicles capable of running on both heavy 
and light rail tracks. 

This could link Stourbridge with 
Wednesbury with the option of tram- 
trains connecting with the existing Metro 


line which is currently undergoing work 
Birmingham to extended its reach. 

The reopening would also provide the 
opportunity to divert rail freight services 
away from central Birmingham. 

Passenger 

This could lead to new passenger serv¬ 
ices on routes such as the Camp Hill line 
in south Birmingham and the Tam worth 
line through Castle Bromwich. Mr Inskip 
also believes that proposals for the high 
speed rail line, HS2, were important to 
any plans for re-establishing the line.

Son stole 
mother's 
jewellery 

A DRUG addict sold his 
mother’s wedding ring to 
buy cannabis, a court heard.

Fire crews tackle the blaze which completely destroyed the former car valet unit in 
the Black Country 


A FORMER car valet unit was gutted in an 
arson attack as 25 firefighters battled to 
stop the flames spreading to a neighbouring 
business. 

The fire tore through the site in Chester 
Road, Cradley Heath, leaving just a burned 
out shell. The roof collapsed and the blaze 
burned away the floor of the empty indus¬ 
trial unit. 

When fire crews arrived at about 4.40pm 
on Sunday they found a door had been 
forced. It’s believed the blaze was started in 
the centre of the building using petrol after 
an empty can was discovered nearby. 

There were gangs of youngsters on the car 
park who at first refused to leave, said watch 
commander Rudy Parkes, of Cradley Heath 
fire station. 

A door at another unit on the site was also 
open and there was evidence some small 
fires had been started in there in recent 
weeks, Mr Parkes said. 

Four fire crews battled to protect the 
neighbouring Dunn’s Photographic Labora¬ 
tory. The fire was out by about 6pm. 


Mr Parkes said: “Once it started, the fire 
spread really quickly and the bitumen roof 
came down in no time. 

“At the fire’s peak the flames had gone 
through the roof and they were blowing 
really close to the roof of the business next 
door. We had to work hard to stop it spread¬ 
ing further as it could have done a lot of 
damage. 

“The building hasn’t been used for 18 
months - we’ve contacted the owners. I 
imagine it will have to be knocked down 
now.” 

The road was shut by police for about 
three hours and an investigation is now 
being made into the incident. 

Crews were at the scene until about 9pm 
damping down. 

A CCTV camera overlooking the building 
had been turned away so none of the attack 
would have been captured, Mr Parkes 
added. “It seems like someone had just come 
along to cause damage, which causes a lot of 
problems when we have to deal with it,” he 
said. 


Chamber 
at HQ to 
be hired 
for events 

A COUNCIL chamber at a 
new £10 million headquar¬ 
ters in the Midlands will be 
hired out to theatre groups 
to raise cash.

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No funding 
scuppers 
path plan 

WORK to build a new foot¬ 
path along a busy country 
road where a 70-year-old 
man was killed has been 
ruled out by council chiefs 
due to a lack of funding. 

Dudley Council had 
looked into creating a 4ft 
wide path in Racecourse 
Lane, Stourbridge, to 
improve safety, as pedestri¬ 
ans have to walk in the road. 

But a new report reveals 
the cost of the project, which 
would include moving utility 
equipment and access on to 
private land, would be 
£193,000. 

The report to Stourbridge 
Area Committee by John 
Millar, director of the urban 
environment, says: “Funds 
are not available for this 
work.” But he says the 
council will still consider a 
“pedestrian holding area” at 
the junction of Worcester 
Lane and Racecourse Lane, 
with dropped kerbs and new 
paving. 

The man was killed in 
June 2009, near the junction 
with Quarry Park Road, as 
he walked out of a driveway. 

In October 2011 a driver 
crashed when he attempted 
to turn right into Ounty 
John Lane. 

Residents of the Pedmore 
section of Racecourse Lane 
have complained they 
cannot walk along the road 
as it is too dangerous. 

Action vow 
over flats 

DUDLEY Council chiefs 
have vowed to take action 
over an eyesore block of 
shops and flats that have 
attracted vandalism and fly¬ 
tipping. 

Five of the six shops at the 
complex in Beech Road, 
Kingswinford, are boarded 
up, with only a convenience 
store still trading.

Parents lodge complaint over son's death 



Tragic - Owen Jeremy 


THE PARENTS of an eight-year-old Dudley boy, 
who died suddenly after an asthma attack, are 
challenging a decision by hospital staff to give 
him adrenalin. 

Keen footballer and swimmer Owen Jeremy, of 
Wordsley, near Stourbridge, died at Russells Hall 
Hospital, Dudley, on May 24, when he suffered 
cardiac arrest soon after being given adrenalin. 

But his parents, Rowena and David, of Prim¬ 
rose Hill, Wordsley, say the youngster’s heart was 
racing and they are questioning why he was given 
the stress hormone. 

They also accuse the hospital of not giving 
them proper support in the wake of the tragedy. 

The couple say they have given their comments 


to the Patient Advice and Liaison Service and the 
hospital has confirmed a formal complaint has 
been lodged. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of the Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation Trust, said: “We would 
like to offer our most sincere condolences to the 
Jeremy family on the sad loss of their son Owen. 
Unfortunately, due to patient confidentiality, we 
are unable to comment further.” 

Funeral 

Owen, whose funeral took place recently at 
Gornal Wood Crematorium, had passed his 50m 
swimming badge on the day before the tragedy, 
although he had been wheezy. 


During that afternoon, staff at his school, 
Fairhaven Primary, Wordsley, contacted his 
parents to say he was wheezing and they took him 
to the hospital. 

Mrs Jeremy said Owen played with his father 
while waiting in the x-ray room and happily 
talked about plans for holidays to Butlins and 
Disneyland Paris. 

At 11pm he deteriorated and was given adren¬ 
alin but suffered a cardiac arrest at 51 minutes 
past midnight. “This came completely out of the 
blue,” said Mrs Jeremy, aged 37, who is a hazards 
manager for the Met Office. 

A post mortem has failed to establish the cause 
of death.

£250,000 fund aiming 
to boost trade in towns 


A £250,000 town centre support 
fund has been set up to help 
boost trade in Kidderminster, 
Bewdley and Stourport by giving 
each of the areas a facelift. 

It’s hoped the move will help attract more 
retailers to start up businesses. Council 
bosses also want to encourage more shop¬ 
pers into the three towns. Leader of Wyre 
Forest District Council John Campion said 
the £250,000, which is coming from the 
council’s coffers after it made savings of 
more than £800,000, would complement 
work already taking place to boost trade. 

Mr Campion said: “The aim is to bring 
more businesses into the town centres and 
to improve the look of them to entice new 
traders in. 

“This is an excellent position to be in and 
will be of real benefit to the area.” 

The money has been allocated from the 
council’s savings and fund was backed by 
the cabinet at a meeting last week. 

Members also agreed to contribute 
£50,000 towards design costs for the rede¬ 
velopment of St George’s Hall, Bewdley. 

The council made savings of more than 
£800,000 over the last financial year. 

A provisional final account for 2011/12 
shows a surplus of £808,590 which will be 
partially used by the authority to boost 
development projects in the district. 

The majority of the cash, £407,590 will 
now be placed in the council’s financial 
strategy as part of the 2013/16 budget 
process. But members agreed £100,000 of 
the surplus would be used to top up a 
£700,000 fund for one-off costs for the Wyre 
Forest Forward scheme. 

This aims to develop new and more effi¬ 
cient working practices for the authority.

A CAMPAIGN has been launched to 
get Dudley’s town centre fountain 
cleaned up.

Len Lenihan, chairman of Dudley 
Market Traders Association, said 
some of the stonework was crum¬ 
bling and it had become filthy due to 
the mess left by the birds. 


Prince Charles voiced concerns 
about the fountain’s condition 
during his visit to the town’s market 
place in January 1996. 

Since then council bosses have 
been wanting to restore it and it is 
due to be refurbished as part of a 
wider project to revamp Dudley 
Market Place. But plans for the 
scheme are still being drawn up so it 
is not yet known when work will 
start. Mr Lenihan is calling for it to 
be thoroughly cleaned.

SEVEN decades of happy mar¬ 
riage have been celebrated by a 
Black Country couple who have 
reached their platinum anniver¬ 
sary.

IT ALL started with the Stour¬ 
bridge Dump, a Twitter account 
set up by Russell Eden of the Tidy 
Stourbridge Group and Dave 
Colley to expose “filthy” hotspots 
around the town in a bid to shame 
Dudley Council into cleaning 
them up. 

“The night-time economy in the town 
centre was creating such a mess that the 
council was concentrating on that, but other 
areas were filthy,” said Russell, of Norton, a 
50-year-old account manager working in 
telecommunications. 

“Then about two years ago we decided to 
turn it all into something positive and began 
to attract people to come out and tidy up the 
town - and do some socialising at the same 
time.” 

Ever since, the Pick ’n’ Pint sessions have 
been running throughout the year. 

Dudley Council provides them with bags 
and litter grabbers and arranges for a 
vehicle to pick up the rubbish. 

After spending an hour to an hour and a 
half clearing up a different area each time, 
the litter pickers adjourn to the pub. 

It was pouring with rain for the most 
recent Pick ’n’ Pint session, based around 
the shops in The Broadway, Norton, so the 
team retired to the New Inn for a beer after 
only about 45 minutes. 

Russell said the biggest culprits for creat¬ 
ing litter around the town were smokers. 

“Cigarettes are the most ubiquitous 
litter - Stourbridge is buried under billions 
of fags,” he added.

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Glassboys to hold talks 
on future of their ground 


TALKS will be held between Stourbridge 
Football Club, council officials and the Foot¬ 
ball Association about future development 
of its home ground. 

The club made the headlines by reaching 
the FA Cup second round earlier this year, 
swelling the bank balance and uniting the 
town. 

Haulage firm boss Andy Pountney took 
over as chairman of the “Glassboys” this 
summer when Ian Pilkington stepped down 
to become vice-chairman. 

Mr Pountney said the club needed to take 
stock after a whirlwind period in its history. 

He added future ambitions to develop the 
War Memorial Athletic Ground remained a 
priority. 

“We are working behind the scenes about 


future developments of the ground with the 
FA and Dudley Council,” he said. 

“We are in the hands of the council as it 
owns the ground but there will be discus¬ 
sions in the next few months. 

“Rome wasn’t built in a day, and the most 
important thing is we do not want to get 
carried away with ourselves following last 
season.” Stourbridge FC share their 
ground, in Amblecote High Street, with 
Stourbridge Cricket Club, and it is also a 
base for the town’s running club. 

However, the ground is owned by Dudley 
Council, and officials would have to agree to 
any redevelopment before it could take 
place. The club benefited from a windfall of 
about £100,000 thanks to its FA Cup run last 
season. 


Gallery closure on hold 


UNDER-FIRE plans to close a 
gallery regularly used for art 
exhibitions and concerts at 
Kidderminster Library have 
been put on hold. 

It comes after district councillors 
objected to proposals to turn the 
second floor gallery into offices to 
cater for almost 140 social care 
workers. 

A planning application for a 
change of use of the gallery area has 
been withdrawn by Worcestershire 
County Council. 

Bosses say they want to spend 
more time to discuss the plans with 
the town’s art and music groups 
which have objected to the propos¬ 


als, before making a final decision. 

Under the county council’s plans, 
the Steinway grand piano would be 
moved from the gallery to the first 
floor where a new performance area 
would be created near the computer 
section while space would be pro¬ 
vided to display artwork on the 
ground floor. 

Fear 

Among the groups, which have 
objected to the scheme, is Kidder¬ 
minster Classical Music Society. 

Members fear the new perform¬ 
ance area would not be suitable for 
its concerts which attract world- 
class musicians and audiences of up 
to 100. But the county council says 


the plans are necessary to help it 
trim its budgets. Councillor John 
Campion, said: “To ensure that we 
don’t have to consider closing our 
smaller libraries we have to consider 
more challenging issues, such as 
how we make most efficient use of 
our larger buildings, such as Kidder¬ 
minster Library. 

“The arts community in Kidder¬ 
minster have some concern over the 
possibility of moving the Gallery 
and performance space from the top 
floor of the Library so it’s right that 
we withdraw the current applica¬ 
tion to enable further dialog to take 
place so we can understand those 
concerns,” added councillor

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Birds block

NESTING lapwings have 
put the brakes on work 
starting on a multi-million 
housing development. 

The construction of more 
than 300 homes is due to get 
under way on two parcels on 
land in Pensnett, Dudley. 

Developers are having to 
wait for young birds to 
fledge on the site before they 
can start work. 

Marketing manager Mar¬ 
garet Hopkins of Landown¬ 
ers London & Cambridge 
Properties (LCP) said they 
had been working with ecol¬ 
ogists after discovering 
lapwing nests on the site.

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18th century bridge is 
to get essential repairs 


ESSENTIAL repairs are to be 
carried out on a Bewdley Bridge 
nearly two years after calls first 
went out for maintenance to be 
done. 

Years of floods and bad weather have 
taken their toll on the bridge, which dates 
back to 1798, leaving stone and metal work 
heavily worn. Plans have now been submit¬ 
ted to Wyre Forest District Council for 
improvements on the Grade-I listed struc¬ 
ture with the consultation period already 
under way. The aim is to start work as soon 
as possible. 

If approval is given work would take place 
within the present financial year, according 
to Councillor John Campion. 

The scheme will see five heavily weath¬ 
ered stone columns replaced. 

Iron bottle pilasters along the Beale’s 
Corner approach to the bridge will also be 
repainted as part of the project. 

Damaged cast iron railings along River¬ 
side North will also be restored. 

The project is being carried out by Worces¬ 
tershire County Council, the district council 
and English Heritage. 

Calls have been made for substantial 
maintenance work to be carried out at the 
bridge since 2010. 

The structure was designed by Thomas 
Telford and built by Shrewsbury contractor 
John Simpson for £9,000. It originally had a 
toll house but this was demolished in the 
1960s. Councillor Campion said the mainte¬ 
nance to the bridge was taking place as part 
of a programme of works on structures 
across the area.

Pledge to fight moves 
that could hill hospital 


COUNCIL chiefs have vowed to 
fight cost-cutting plans that could 
see Kidderminster Hospital 
closed. 

Six options have been forwarded for the 
future of services, with two of them possibly 
spelling the end for the hospital. 

It is the latest blow for the hospital which 
lost its accident and emergency department 
when it was downgraded by the Govern¬ 
ment in 2000. Since then health campaign¬ 
ers have battled to have the services 
reinstated. 

While facing a shortfall in funding clini¬ 
cians are reviewing how they can manage 
Kidderminster Hospital; the Alexandra, 
Redditch and the Worcestershire 
Royal,Worcester, which both have A&E 
units. 

A public consultation will be carried out 
on all six options, and a final decision on the 
preferred option will be made in December. 

A statement jointly released by Wyre 
Forest District Council leader John 
Campion, deputy leader Marcus Hart, along 
with councillors Nathan Desmond, Stephen 
Clee, Gordon Yarranton and Anne Hingley, 
said any decisions made must retain acute 
hospital services in Kidderminster. 

The statement says: “We believe this is 
not acceptable for the residents of Wyre 
Forest. We resist the overall withdrawal or 
downgrading of acute services at the Kidder¬ 
minster site.” 

While Wyre Forest MP Mark Gamier said 
“more, not fewer, services” should come to 
Kidderminster Hospital. 


Betting shop is planned 

A BETTING shop will replace a closed-down 
post office in Stourbridge under plans 
handed to Dudley Council. 

Bet Centre has submitted an application 
to open the shop in Wordsley Green Shop¬ 
ping Centre. 

The bookies would take the place of the 
post office, which moved five doors up to the 
centre’s Spar shop in May. Dudley Council 
will rule on the application next month.

I SEE IT 


A new approach is needed 
on the issue of immigration 



Dudley North Labour

PEOPLE from all over 
the world have made 
a huge contribution 
to business, public 
services and commu¬ 
nity life in Dudley. 

Immigration has brought 
great benefits to Britain, but 
it’s important both the ben¬ 
efits of immigration and the 
demands on public services, 
such as schools, hospitals 
and housing, are shared 
equally. 

Time and again at the last 
election people raised their 
concerns about immigration 
with me. I don’t think it’s 
racist to raise concerns 
about immigration. 

I listened to local people 
and brought the Immigra¬ 
tion Minister to Dudley so he 
could listen too. I cam¬ 
paigned for the measures 
the last government intro¬ 
duced, like the Australian- 
style points system for 
people coming here to work. 

But the truth is that 
Labour was late to under¬ 
stand and face up to the full 
impact of mass immigration 
on our communities, work¬ 
places and public services 
such as schools, health and 
housing. 

That’s why I’m pleased Ed 
Miliband has announced 
major changes to our immi¬ 


gration policies - changes 
which start with an 
acknowledgement of what 
we got wrong. 

As Ed pointed out, we 
were wrong not to impose 
transitional controls on 
Eastern European countries 
as they joined the EU. 

Squeezed 

The combination of immi¬ 
gration and inadequate 
labour standards meant 
wages at the bottom were 
squeezed in some sectors, 
including by illegal exploita¬ 
tion in some cases. 

In others, firms were 
forced into a short-term, low 
skill approach by the ready 
supply of low wage migrant 
labour. In some areas those 
firms that did want to hire 
skilled workers took on 
migrant labour, rather than 
training up the next genera¬ 


tion. Changes we eventually 
made were successful and 
popular. 

The Government has kept 
the Australian-style points 
system Labour introduced 
because it works. Labour 
also insisted new immi¬ 
grants be able to speak 
English and access to bene¬ 
fits was restricted. 

Moving forward, we need 
to see better enforcing of the 
minimum wage by doubling 
the maximum fine for those 
paying below the going rate 
to £10,000, and tackling the 
exclusion of British workers 
from some recruitment 
agencies by strengthening 
the laws designed to prevent 
this. 

We also need to see an 
early warning system to 
tackle problems in skills and 
standards - with reviews of 


sectors that have become too 
dependent on migrant 
labour, so we know where we 
haven’t done enough to 
equip the young people with 
the skills they need to 
compete. 

David Cameron promised 
that net migration would fall 
from 250,000 to tens of thou¬ 
sands by the end of the Par¬ 
liament. He said “no ifs, no 
huts, it’s a promise to the 
British people”. Yet net 
migration has barely 
changed and no expert 
thinks the Government has 
the policies to deliver. 

Enforcement 

He has also failed to grasp 
that enforcement really 
matters. Ministers have not 
done enough to tackle illegal 
immigration. 

The border fiasco last 
summer saw controls lifted 
hundreds of times and a 20 
per cent drop in those 
refused entry at Heathrow. 
Border staff have even 
stopped taking fingerprints 
from people caught hiding in 
lorries at Calais. 

We need a new approach 
to immigration - one that 
tackles these problems, 
addresses people’s concerns 
and recognises that, 
although there are great 
benefits to immigration, 
they are not equally shared.

Guys and dolls so 
vital for war effort 



With so much war work being done inside, behind black-out curtains, Guy thought 
employees were not getting enough sun, and installed this free tanning set-up 


THE LAST of the Wolverhampton 
vehicle manufacturers was Guy 
Motors, one of the most famous truck 
makers for more than 60 years. 

Sidney Guy was works manager at the 
Sunbeam Car Company, in Blakenhall. In 
May 1914 he set up his own company in 
Fallings Park, making a 30 cwt truck, but 
during the 1914-18 war his company made 
munitions and ABC aero engines. It built a 
prototype 300 hp nine-cylinder radial, from 
first machining to bench testing in the fan¬ 
tastically short time of 24 days. 

After the war Guy returned to truck 
manufacture, and also built Britain’s first 
V8 car. Only about 200 of these expensive 
motors were sold at £1,395, and though a 
smaller car soon followed, Guy decided to 
concentrate on commercial vehicles from 
1922. 

Jaguar 

The firm built trucks and buses and, from 
1926, an innovative six-wheel trolley bus, 
with regenerative braking. When the driver 
released the accelerator pedal, power was 
fed back into the overhead wires, which 
slowed the bus down without brakes. 

Such innovation lead to the Guy slogan 
“feathers in our cap”. 

In 1928, Guy took over the ailing Star 
Company and moved it to a new factory in

maker. Jaguar became part of 
the British Motor Corporation, 
and then British Leyland. 

In 1975 vehicle production 
stopped at Guy Motors, 
although it was the only divi¬ 
sions of BL making a profit 
apart from Jaguar and three 
years later the factory in Park 
Lane was closed, 

Wolverhampton no longer had 
a major vehicle manufacturer 
and a host of skilled employees 
lost their jobs.

Showell Road, not far from its 
own Park Lane works, but Star 
continued to struggle, and to 
save the parent company during 
the Great Depression, Star was 
closed down. 

Guy continued to make trucks 
for civilian and military use, 
and when British troops went to 
France in 1939, their best 
trucks were said to be Guys. 


The company also developed a 
way of welding armour plate, 
which it handed over to the 
government for use in make 
Humber armoured cars. 

After the 1939-45 war Guy 
continued to make buses and 
trucks, which were exported all 
over the world. The company 
fell on hard times during the 
late 1950s and went into 
receivership in 1961, being 
bought out by Jaguar Cars. 

Three years later, Jaguar also 
acquired Guy's neighbour 
Henry Meadows, a diesel engine

Payback time for crime 


A MAN who was caught with 
parts of a metal gate from a 
BMX track in Dudley could 
return to the site to work as 
part of his punishment after 
probation officials said they 
would consider the option. 

Mark Davies, 50, was ordered to 
carry out 150 hours unpaid work by 
magistrates after admitting handling 
stolen goods from Dudley Wood BMX 
Park. Since the conviction, probation 
officials have answered calls from the 
community to assess if he can do the 
required work at the site. 

Staff at Saltwells Youth Club, which 
manages the BMX site, said they want 
Davies to see the impact of the stolen 


gate on the club and members. 
Staffordshire and West Midland Pro¬ 
bation spokesman Gavin Pearce said 
an assessment was to start along with 
discussions with Dudley Councillor 
Jackie Cowell. 

He said: “As with any potential work 
project, we have to carry out a compre¬ 
hensive assessment of the BMX site to 
see what type of work is required and 
to see if it can be done by offenders, 
while supervised by probation staff.” 

Helping 

The move has been welcomed by 
Saltwells Youth Club, which has 10 vol¬ 
unteers helping on Monday nights and 
during school holidays. 

Secretary Lisa Graham said: “Any 
help we can get, we’ll take it. 


“Not only would we benefit, but it 
would also show the man the impact of 
the crime and make him think again.” 

Dudley Magistrates’ Court heard 
how Davies, of Birbeck Place, Pen- 
snett, was stopped by police after a res¬ 
ident saw him acting suspiciously 
around the entrance to the park at 
about 8pm on May 23. 

Officers checked his van and found 
gate hinges before discovering the 3ft 
high gate in a nearby hedge. 

As well as the requirement to carry 
out unpaid work, he was ordered to pay 
£85 court costs. 

The gate, which cost £3,500, was 
never returned to the BMX park, 
which is now unprotected from 
motorists entering the site. 


Police send keep out the 
burglars plea to homes 


PEOPLE in Worcestershire are being urged 
by police to remember the “Knock Knock” 
message after a spate of bogus officials 
calling at local homes. 

There have been two recent burglaries in 
which thieves have distracted householders 
after calling at their homes and several 
reports of bogus officials in Worcester, 
Evesham and Droitwich over the last two 
weeks. 

West Mercia Police is issuing a “cut out 
and keep” door poster as part of its “Knock 
Knock” campaign to raise awareness of and 
prevent distraction burglaries. 

Crime risk advisor for Worcestershire 
Mike Stephenson said: “Research shows 
that, sadly, the average age of those targeted 


by distraction burglars is 78 and more than 
three quarters targeted are women. 

“Local communities, carers and neigh¬ 
bours can play an important role in helping 
us prevent these crimes and catch those 
responsible for them. 

“As we’ve seen recently, criminals often 
claim to be from a utility company - the 
‘water board’ usually - and may be smartly 
dressed or in work clothes. 

“They will then give the homeowner a 
task to do and while distracted, take money 
and any valuable items they can find. 

“I would urge people to cut out this poster 
and stick it in their window, or that of any 
vulnerable members of the community who 
it may be of use to.”

Carers’ centre gets 
the finishing touches

THE FINISHING touches are being made to a former 
labour club in Brierley Hill which is being transformed into 
a centre supporting carers. 

Insight for Carers moved into the building, in Pearson 
Street, Brierley Hill, earlier this year. 

Volunteers and group members have been busy with 
paintbrush and hammer remodelling the club as a commu¬ 
nity cafe and conference and advice centre. Works are 
ongoing, with the cafe and kitchen due to be up and running 
within days. 

Manufacturer Howdens, which has bases across the 
Black Country, stepped in to donate one of its kitchens for 
the project. Other meeting rooms for staff to use and a con¬ 
ferencing suite should be completed later this year to finish 
the makeover. 

Project co-ordinator Loraine Stockton said: “It has taken 
a lot of work but we are excited with how it is coming along 
now.” The Mayor of Dudley, Councillor Melvyn Mottram, 
and Dudley North MP Ian Austin helped the group launch 
the first stage of the revamp recently. 


Go-ahead for safety 
work to cut crashes 

SAFETY work costing £700,000 on roads in Dudley that 
have seen more than 100 crashes in recent years are set to 
go ahead. The measures include new road surfacing, round¬ 
abouts, crossings and markings in a bid to cut accidents. 

They have been approved by Dudley Council and will be 
part of the highways schedule this year. Locations include 
Dudley’s busy Scotts Green Island and the Southern 
Bypass. There were 118 accidents between November 2008 
and November 2011 at 13 sites where work will be carried 
out. Improvements will also be made outside 10 schools 
where there have been 16 crashes in the past three years. 

A council report said there were 23 accidents during the 
three years at the Scotts Green Island. New markings will 
be painted to make the lanes clearer. 

In Market Street and Moss Grove, Kingswinford, where 
there has been 14 accidents, a pedestrian refuge and guard 
rails will be built to make crossing easier.

Koreans hit the mark with 
second generation Cee'd 


THE MAN who has made 
modern Kias look so smart had 
almost nothing to do with the 
car that made everyone sit up 
and take notice of the company 
back in 2007. 

The original Kia cee’d arrived about 
the same time as Bavarian Peter 
Schreyer took charge of the look of future 
models. 

Didn't stop the original selling like fer¬ 
mented Korean vegetables in Seoul, 
though, with 450,000 sold in Europe - 
55,000 of them in the UK. 

A big part of the car's success came 
from being designed and built in Europe 
and sold only on this continent. Earlier 
cars from the Far East had suffered from 
looking and feeling wrong when down¬ 
loaded to a road in, say, deepest 
N orthamptonshire. 


If that first Slovakian-built cee'd didn't 
look especially standout it at least looked 
a lot like other European competitors in 
a restrained, modern sort of way. 

The new cee'd you see here takes the 
game on, with Schreyer's distinctive 
slashes and swoops lending the car the 
air of something designed with the help 
of a high-wielded sword. 

It looks dramatic and utterly up to date 
and stands comparison to any of its com¬ 
petitors, from Focus to Astra (which 
comes closest to the cee'd's looks). 

Move inside the body, made a little 
longer, lower and narrower this time, and 
you're faced with a dashboard that's a bit 
unrelentingly black, but saved by a mix of 
textures and an obvious attention to 

fit 


and finish. The bits you don't see are 
uprated usefully, so there's a bit more 
power and economy nudges up a tad 
across the range, which includes 1.4 and 
1.6 litre petrol and diesel engines and, for 
the first time, the option of a bang up to 
date double clutch automatic gearbox.

Olympic coach backing 
girl power on Team GB 


DUDLEY’S Olympic coach Bob Dillon believes Team GB's ‘unisex’ 
approach to boxing could make the difference when a ‘perfect 10’ of 
fighters arrive for London 2012. 

With woman allowed to box at the Games for the first time, three are represented on the 
biggest-ever Team GB squad, with one rated the best hope of a gold medal. 

Savannah Marshall has been tagged ‘the female Frankie Gavin’ after becoming Britain's 
first-ever women’s world amateur champion in China last month. 

The middleweight from Hartlepool is joined by Liverpudlian lightweight Natasha Jonas 
and Leeds flyweight Nicola Adams as the trio prepare to make history.

There’s not a female voice 
in the gym and they could be 
forgiven for feeling out of 
place but Dillon insists the 
men have made sure that's 
not the case.

He said: “As with any new 
Olympic sport, the talent is 
coming through and devel¬ 
oping so the standard has 
gone up. 

“They are improving all of 
the time because we are not 
treating them like ladies, we 
treat them like boxers. 

“When they come in, they 
train with the men and we 
prepare them in the same 
way, that’s what they 
deserve from us. 

“They do their runs, 
strength and conditioning 
work alongside the men and 
are treated like any other 
full-time athlete. 

“Throughout this whole 
process, there's been no 
stone unturned. That atti¬ 
tude of elite training floats 
through the camp.” 


Anthony Joshua, Anthony 
Ogogo, Luke Campbell, Tom 
Stalker, Andrew Selby, Fred 
Evans and Josh Taylor com¬ 
plete Team GB. 

All are decorated but 
unheralded with the excep¬ 
tion of super heavyweight 
Anthony Joshua, rated as 
‘the new Audley Harrison.’ 

Harrison has backed the 
Londoner, just 21, and he 
knows what it takes, having 
took gold in the weight class 
at the 2000 Games. 

Including the girls, 
there’s one world champion, 
three European title holders 
and four world champi¬ 
onship finalists in the squad. 

But Dillon reveals the “no 
superstars” ethos in the gym 
has made the fighters 
believe they all have a 
chance of landing a medal. 

He said: “They have all 
got, equally, as good a chance 
as each other and whoever 
performs could win a medal. 

“It's silly talk to have 
favourites because this is the 
Olympics, the biggest show 
on earth, with that pressure. 

“Peaking in fitness is one 
thing but peaking mentally, 


so you believe in yourself, is 
another. 

“All we need is the right 
break at the right time. Not 
luck, but good timing and 
that’s the secret.” 

Team-work 

Dillon is part of a six-man 
coaching team led by per¬ 
formance director, Birming¬ 
ham’s Robert McCracken. 

McCracken replaced 
Kevin Hickey in 2009 with 
Dillon already on the staff, 
having worked at the last 
Games. Lee Pullen, Dave 
Alloway, Nigel Davies and 
Paul Walmsley - also the 
head of Team GB's develop¬ 
ment squad - are fellow 
‘podium’ coaches. 

And Dillon believes the 
fighters are in the best possi¬ 
ble hands, which are all to 
the pump as they get ready 
for London. 

He said: “I have never 
worked with such great 
coaches and the beauty is 
that we are all professional. 

“We do things properly 
and we all lean on each 
other, it’s been done to per¬ 
fection. Because we all work

with and bounce off each 
other, we all come up with 
different things. 

“When we come in, we 
know what each fighter 
needs and a coach works 
with them on that. 

“We have one-to-one's for 
everything - boxing on the 
back-foot, footwork, defence, 
attack and counter.” 

Dillon reckons that belief 


is the difference to the 
current squad over their 
2008 counterparts, who did 
land one gold medal. 

Birmingham’s Gavin was 
their leading light but infa¬ 
mously never even boxed at 
the Beijing Games, having 
failed to make the weight. 

In the end, it was James 
DeGale who struck gold and 
an eventual MBE, while 


David Price and Tony Jef¬ 
fries both won bronze. 

Dillon was a long way from 
the Black Country working 
with each fighter in China 
and reckons the mood is 
much more upbeat. 

He said: “When we are at 
the Olympics last time out, 
people just didn't believe. 

“This time, we believe we 
can achieve anything.”
